The division of the regiment into 2 
leagues'for soft-ball play* the Nat¬ 
ional, composed of Companies'A, B, C, 
D, E' E, and Service, and the Amer¬ 
ican, composed of Companies G-, H, I, 
K, L, M, and Headquarters, has prov¬ 
ed to be an interest getter, with 
lively play almost nightly. The sch¬ 
edule has been further divided into 
two rounds, with the winner of each 
round to meet in a play off# 

The winner of the playoff in each 
league will meet in a three-game ser¬ 
ies to decide the regimental champion¬ 
ship. At the present time Company B 
leads the National League with six 
victories and no losses, while in the 
American League there is Quite a' dog¬ 
fight for the drivers seat, IC, I, and 
Headquarters companies having almost 
the same number of wins and losses. 
Several fast games have been played 
and it is safe to predict that a good 
brand of ball will continue thru out ' 
the schedule. 

A suitable trophy will be presented 
to the best company by the regimental 
commander. As you all know, K won 
the championship last year but it is 
all ready evident they will have a 
hard time defending their laurels 
this year. 



At the present time Lieutenant Evans 
and his assistant football coaches are 
in the process of experimentation. 
Several combinations have been tried 
out and before the sea-son starts on 
October 26th the coaches will have a 
line on all players. Three scrimmages 
have been played ■ and while the Wolf¬ 
hounds have come out' on the short end 
each time, there is no indication that 
the Pack will not be well represented 
on the gridiron. 

Special attention has been given to 
tho newcomers who have showed the most 
promise, with players' shifted freely 
'from one position to another in order 
to find the right combinations. 

The reserves seem to be lacking in ex¬ 
perience and only actual combat . in 
regularly arranged scrimmages will 
bring out tho flaws that are so notice¬ 
able now. 

The system of play in use is "best 
suited to tho players on hand now, end 
it will bo no time until Lieutenant 
Evans will have a team well versed in 
fundamentals. The Wolves will be some¬ 
what handicapped by the lack of big 
men, but -what the team will lack in 
size they will more than make up in 
spirit; No position has been cinched 
as yot, and no doubt players down on 
tho list now will novo un and any sla¬ 
ckers will be moved down.

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SOLDIER TOE LONG SERVICE IN FAMED 
FOREIGN LEGION IS WOLFHOUND RECRUIT 


Backed by five years of service in 
the'world famous French Foreign Leg¬ 
ion, James S. Souers, who arrived in 
Hawaii-on the last transport and was 
assigned to the 27th Infantry, is 
making an outstandingly good record 
while learning the fundamentals of 
soldiering in the U. S. Army as a 
member of the regimental recruit det¬ 
achment, In a few more weeks he will 
take up duty with Company B, the unit 
to which he has been assigned, 

A quiet, well poised soldier, Souers’ 
foreign service was not disclosed to 
his comrades in the recruit group 
■until, impressed by his disciplined 
precision in the squad movements of 
close order, his officer instructors- 
queried him as to prior service. 

They learned that this service embra¬ 
ces one and one-half years as a pri¬ 
vate, and three and one-half years 
as a corporal or acting sergeant in 
the Fourth Regiment, Legion Entranger, 
in Africa, Tito of these years he"was 
in the war zone at Agdz. Already, in : 
his few weeks in the Wolfhound recruit 
detachment, he has proved he is a well 
trained rifleman and machine gunner. 

Souers was bom in Paris, In 1312, of ' 
American parentage. He was reared in ' 
Morocco, North Africa, On July 29, 
1929, he enlisted at Casa Blanca for 
five years of service in the Foreign 
Legion. He was sent to Algeria for; 
recruit instruction and from there 
back to Morocco to join the Fourth 
Regiment. 



At the end of his enlistment in Morocco,! 
Soures decided to see the United States., 
He arrived in New York in May 1935. ' 
Last July he enlisted at Newark, N. J., 
for service in Hawaii. 

He states # that he intends to make 
service in the U. S. Army his career. 

COMPANY G AND CORPORAL SYVERSON TAKE 
SEASON’S HIGH HONORS ON RANGE 

Three companies - A, G, and I - qual¬ 
ified 100 per cent with the service 
rifle. Analysis of the figures pub¬ 
lished elsewhere in this issue of The 
Bark disclose, however, that the'high¬ 
est honors of the range season, re¬ 
cently completed, go to Company G, 
since it not only qualified 100 per 
cent of men firing, but it also ob¬ 
tained the highest average score, 
211.25. 

Captain Hollis B„ Hoyt, who has been . 
placed on special duty with the Post . 
Schools after being in command of' 
Company G for approximately one year, . 
commanded the company during the 
range season, Joseph N, Roberson is 
first sergeant. 

Company I, commanded at' the time by 
Captain Bryan S, Halter, pressed Co. 

G closely. Besides qualifying 100 
percent. Company I 'obtained an aver¬ 
age score of 211,23, a bare 2 one-hun- 
drcdths of a point less than Co* G, 
Corporal Howard W. Syverson, Company 
N, takes high individual honors of 
the season, with a score of 237. 

With a score of 236, Sgt* Francis C. 
Treymane, Hq. Co;, and Pfe, Fonzy 
Land, Company L, tied for second 
placo. Land had not firod the service 
rifle previously for qualification, 
so ho is high novice f irer in the 
regiment.

The 2nd Battalion qualified 100 per¬ 
cent with the automatic rifle, Co. K.

With the range season tuclced away 
for cnother year, the 27th Infantry 
can take considerable gratification 
over the showing it made. As several 
officers have.been heard to remark, 
the excellent results obtained were 
due largely to Wolfhound spirit. 
There was constant evidence along 
the firing line that each man was 
buckling .down, to the- job 1 in hand with' 
the determination that the regimental 
percentage must not suffer through 
any lack of interest on his part. 
The result was that many a man who 
at the start looked hopelessly w bolo” 
came through .with a qualification. 
Qualifying 96 percent of 989 men fir¬ 
ing is no small feat, even on the 
mainland. That this record was made 
under the varied and often strenuous 
all-year-round readiness for field 5 
service, program in Hawaii is all the 
more remarkable. Another handi-cap 
that had to be overcome was that sup¬ 
plied by the fact that the large in¬ 
crease in total strength of units dur¬ 
ing, the past year meant an' unusually 
high percent, ge of men on their first 
year of service- were firing. As we. 
previously, remarked only the well 
known Wolfhound spirit that tackled 
the difficult, task could expect to 
accomplish the excellent results ob¬ 
tained.

Considerable new money comes to the 
regiment monthly as a result of 
its excellent record on the range. 
Approximately ten per cent of the men 
who fired the service rifle qualified 
as expert. The pay increase that 
comes to them needless, to say is'high- 
ly'appreciated by all concerned, in" 
eluding the local butcher, the baker, 
and the candlestick maker. Our sug¬ 
gestion is that those who earned it 
consider depositing this money each 
month with the Finance Officer as a 
nest egg. It will grow there, with 
;the liberal 4 per cent interest priv¬ 
ilege the soldier has. And somehow,, 
the man with a ;cash reserve always 
.feels a bit better in many ways than 
the man without.

A record Tor the- army in‘total sol¬ 
dier’s deposits made quarterly with- 
the' finance, .-oTTicer'probably was es- ‘ 

' tablished by .the? 27th* Infantry during 
the .quarter lof ' the year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30th, During' this period Wolf¬ 
hounds placed $28,750.50 of their pay 
in the custody of Uncle. Sam at their 
: privileged Interest rate of 4 percent. 
Deposits all along.the'line of company 

■ pay tables ■ were, good, but the possi- 1 
bility of a record was largely due to 
the unusually high total.in the Ser¬ 
vice-Company In that company one 
-old-timer, who has laid aside sawings 
regularly ' throughout his service , , de¬ 
cided to concentrate all his funds*' 
with the finance Officer. He bulged 
the Service Company total to $21;530. 

In companies, other than Service, de¬ 
posits'.also were heavy, the total be- 

..ing $7,220.00.; Company G-, the com¬ 
pany that led the regiment this'year.
